PHOENIX — A call for national legislation to prohibit secondary boycotts of farm products by unions 
was made in Phoenix, Ariz., at annual meeting of the National Council of Farmer Cooperatives by its 
president, Robert C. MclInturf of Fresno. Seven hundred delegates representing over 1% million farm 


families were in attendance. 


McInturf is president of Allied Grape Growers, world’s largest wine grape grower cooperative with 1,700 
members in California from the North coast, Napa valley and San Joaquin valley districts. 

“Agriculture’s control of its own destiny is threatened by use of the secondary boycott, which is illegal 
under all other segments of the economy. It poses one of the most critical problems facing not only 
agriculture and cooperatives, but. consumers as well,” McInturf stated. 

‘Urging all segments of agriculture to fight for national legislation, McInturf continued: ; 

“What is happening is that one by one our organizations are being picked off, with the whole structure 
of agriculture being threatened. Never has there been a greater need for a united front in agriculture.” 

He said farmers must learn to turn to their advantage the strength they have in the fact that as 5% of the 
population they make the U.S. the best fed nation in the world. In addition, one-fourth of American farm 


production goes to help feed and cloth the rest of the world 
balance of trade with other countries.

DOLLAR DOWN...HOPES UP __ 


The devalued dollar probably won’t affect most of 
us directly, unless we are among the fortunate throngs 


who will be visiting foreign countries on vacation tours 
or business trips. Over there we’ll find a new financial 
world. Our money won’t buy so many bargains. 


Our foreign cousins, of course, will find it easier 


to buy goods im 


rted from the United States; the 


other side of the devalued coin being that they’ll have 
a harder time selling their goods over here. 

With our all-American lack of knowledge about 
balance of trade and such, we leave to the experts the 
fine definitions and predictions of the overall effect of 
devaluation on our economy. In theory it should be 
good. It should, for instance, create a better market for 
home manufactured goods that have previously been 
facing stiff price competition from less expensive im- 
ports. That in turn should affect the American employ- 


ment picture favorably. 


One obvious place where devaluation will hurt is 
in the area of those things we have become accustomed 
to from foreign shores: imported liquors, gourmet 


foods and such. 


If what President Nixon termed “the most signi- 
ficant monetary agreement in the history of the world” 
does indeed create “more fair competition,” “more true 
prosperity” and in the long run “a more peaceful 
world,” as he predicted, a slight pinch in our luxury 
spending will be a very small price to pay.

Time Limit On 
Legislature 
Sessions Sought 


SACRAMENTO — 
Assemblyman Gordon Duffy has 
introduced an Assembly 
Constitutional amendment 
(ACA-11) to limit the length of 
the California Legislative session 
to a maximum of 150 days. 

The record session of 1971 
prompted the Hanford 


Republican’s actions, noting that : 


it is very expensive for the 
taxpayers to keep the legislature 
in session needlessly. 

By limiting the regular 
session, legislators would have 
time to conduct interim 
hearings which is an effective 
method to help solve some of 
the major problems of the state 
and to complete the needed 
background for legislative 
change, according to. Duffy. 
“Interim public hearings are an 
important legislative tool 
because it more nearly reflects 
the true pulse of.the people on 
important issues,” he said, 
adding that he firmly believes 
that the people of the state 
would be more effectively 
represented over the years if his 
measure is enacted, 

Duffy’s proposal provides for 
a 30-day recess following the 
completion of the regular session 
at which time the legislature 
would reconvene for a five day 
veto session. The proposal does 
not alter the governor’s power to 
call special sessions.

SACRAMENTO, - 
Assemblyman William M. 
Ketchum (R-Paso Robles) has 
announced he will continue to 
refuse to accept the per diem 
increase given all legislators last 
year, labeling those who 
continue to accept the increase 
as being “blatantly self serving.’ 

“The now famous increase in 
a legislator’s living allowance 
cost the taxpayers more than 
$166,000 last year, an incredible 
waste of money, considering 
who it was spent on,” Ketchum 
declared. 

In January of 1971, the State 
Board of Control granted an 
increase in the per diem 
allowance, the money paid each 
legislator to help him maintain 
his household in Sacramento, 
from. $25 to $30 per day. 
Ketchum and_ seven other 
legislators. refused to accept the 
increase. Ketchum himself 
appeared before the Board of 
Control to protest it. 

“A look at the mathematics 

involved is most disturbing,” 
Ketchum explained. “For 297 
days, 112 legislators took the 
extra money, for a grand total of 
$166,320 of the taxpayers’ 
money. That money should have 
stayed in the taxpayers’ pockets 
and would have if I had won my 
way.” 
Ketchum pointed out that if 
the money for some reason had 
to be spent somewhere on 
something, it could have been 
put to much more productive 
use.

capacity, water availability, and 
expansion ‘of the district’s 
sewage disposal plant. 

Bledsoe stated that he will 
work to upgrade district 
facilities and that he is not 
opposed to annexation of the 
mobile home site as such, but 
believes that the immediate 
obligation resulting from such an 
annexation cannot be met by 
the district now. 

“We are trying to protect 
what we have,’ he said. 

Hartley maintained that 
increased revenue resulting from 
annexation of the mobile home 
site would allow the district to 
upgrade facilities and meet 
future service obligations. He 
said that engineer studies show 
that the district does have the 
capacity to expand. 

“If we do not accept this 
annexation,’’ Hartley said, 
“remember in the years ahead 
that we took this action to deny 
revenue to the district. The only 
other way to increase revenue is 
by raising the district tax rate 
and district service charges.” 

Dick Coon, president of the 
Springville chamber of 
commerce, presented a 
resolution from chamber 
directors strongly urging 
annexation of the mobile home 
site, stating that annexation is 
feasible and that “the social and 
economic benefit of the Mobile 
Home Park to the community of 
Springville would be most 
desirable.” 

King said that he “thas met 34 
times with utility district 
directors, and five times had 


come to agreement for 
annexation. In substance we 
have worked toward final 


agreement; I don’t understand 
what the board wants.” 

As for future of the mobile 
home site project, King said that 
his group has come to no 
decision as to their next move. 

Bledsoe indicated that when 
he feels the annexation “is 
something that the district can 
afford,” the matter could be 
brought before the board again.

SACRAMENTO — Effective 
February 1, food stamp 
recipients will be required to 
register for work with the State 
Department of Human 
Resources Development (HRD), 
a state official said today. This 
requirement is part of new 
regulations issued by the. U.S. 
Department of Agriculture. 

The official, Norman Blacher, 
a deputy director of HRD, who 
heads the Job Training 
Development and _ Placement 
Division (JTD&P), said that 
most able-bodied persons 
between the ages of 18 and 65 
will be required to register. 

In addition, under the new 
regulations persons receiving or 
applying for USDA food stamps 
must also report for an interview 
with HRD upon reasonable 
request, report to an employer 
to whom he had been referred, 
and accept a bona fide offer of 
suitable employment. 

Exceptions to the new 
regulation include: Mothers or 
other members of a household 
who have responsibility for the 
care of dependent children 
under 18 or of incapacitated 
adults, students enrolled at least 
half-time. in any school ‘or 
training program recognized by 
any federal, state or local 
governmental agency and 
persons already working at least 
30 hours a week. 

To administer the new law, 
HRD will work closely with the 
Department of Social Welfare, 
which is the agency that 
determines eligibility for food 
stamps.

VISALIA — A profile of 

-@xperience, education and

With spring tast approaching 
it is time to get most of the 
- deciduous trees and shrubs 
pruned. This will help the 
appearance of. your garden next 
summer by forcing more flowers 
or more fruit. The best way to 
do this is to get a sharp pair of 
pruning shears in one hand and a 
Sunset pruning book in the 
other. After looking at the book 
take a look at the victim and 
decide what it is you're going to 
do. Then wade in with the shears 
and get the job done. It may be 
best to send the wife out of 
town for the day. 

Shrubs that bloom in the 
early spring such as flowering 
quince can wait until after the 
bloom and then some of the old 
stems should be thinned out 
completely. Camellias and 
azaleas are also best pruned right 
after the bloom if bushier more 
compact plants are desired. 
Plants that have been badly 
frozen should likewise wait until 
new growth begins before being 
attacked. 

A thornier situation is 
Presented by the roses. They 
should be pruned now. The 
hybrid tea roses need about 
two-thirds of last year’s growth 
removed in order to produce 
large flowers this spring. Thin 
out the center of the plants and 
cut the branches at outside buds 
so the new growth grows 
outward.

SACRAMENTO — 
Legislation requiring that all 
meetings of the state legislators 
be open to the public, has been 
reintroduced to the legislature 
by Assemblyman William 
Ketchum. 

This is the third time this bill 
(AB 17) and its accompanying 
Constitutional Amendment 
(ACA 2) have been introduced 
by Ketchum to extend the 
provisions of the Brown Act to 
the Legislature - the only 
governmental body now exempt 
from its open meeting 
requirements. 

“Sacramento is not the place 
for secrecy,” said Ketchum. “A 
member unwilling to face his 
constituency with the courage of 
his . convictions in full public 
light has forfeited his right to be 
a California legislator in my 
opinion.”

PORTERVILLE — You may 
pay more in social security 
deductions in 1972 - but the 
increase will mean_ higher 
benefits in the future, according 
to Lois Boone, social security 
manager in Porterville.

FRESNO — The weather of 
1971 was mainly characterized 
as a year of low temperature and 
low rainfall. The low rainfall is 
nowhere near a record; only 
6.99" fell during the calendar 
year. 1971. Precipitation is 
usually considered on a seasonal 
basis. 
* During 1971 the rain fell 
during the usual rainy period, 
but was far from a normal 
pattern. The months of January, 
February, and March were all 
below normal (about 1%” each 
month below); then April was 
close to normal and May was 
over an inch above normal. In 
the fall months of October and 
November both were about 1/3 
of an inch below normal with 
December going above normal. 

The wettest months are 
usually December, January, 
February and March. There were 
41 days with measureable 
precipitation during the year. 

The average temperature 
(each days’ highest and lowest 
added together and the sum 
divided by two) for the whole 
year was 61.3°, and this is 1.7° 
lower than normal. Like the 
precipitation, this is nowhere 
near a record; but every month 
of the year had average 
temperatures belOw. normal 
except July and August. 

The springtime growing 
months of April was 2.2° while

TT WAS IN THE YEAR OF 1971 


May was 4.0° below the normal 
average temperature. In May the 
average maximum temperature 
was 77.1 ° which was 7.4° below 
normal. The months of February 
and October had minimum 
temperatures below normal; 
February was 36.1°, 3.5° below 
normal while October was 4.3 
below normal with only 44.2° 
for the average minimum 
temperature. 

A 25° minimum temperature 
on the 26th of February set a 
new record for the lowest 
temperature on that date. The 
29° on October 29th and 30th 
also set new record low 
temperatures. There was some 
damage to citrus at this time due 
to the low temperatures so early 
in the season. The 108° on 
August 2nd was the highest 
temperature of the year, but 
that is far from any record. 

There were 218 days with 
clear skies during 1971 with 67 
days classified as partly cloudy 
while there were 80 cloudy days. 
There were 43 days with heavy 
fog, and this is just a little above 
normal. There were 3626.6 
hours of sunshine, which is 82% 
of that possible. The fastest 
wind speed for the year was 35 
mph from the Northwest on 
February 26th. The average 
wind for the year was 7.4 mph. 

The weather can be adverse as 
well as beneficial to the growing 
of crops. This year of 1971 was 
one of adversity, compared to a 
beneficial one in 1970. The rains 
did not come in a_ normal 
pattern and the temperatures 
were almost consistently below 
normal. This brought the 
harvesting of most crops two to 
four weeks behind a normal 
schedule. 

The early frost in October 
destroyed many Emperor grapes 
still on the vines in particular, 
and other crops also suffered 
freezing damage on_ those 
mornings.

RECORD NUMBER OF CALIFORNIANS 
COMPLETE HUNTER SAFETY COURSE 


SACRAMENTO .- A record 
56,357 Californians-18,200 of 
them adults - received hunter 
safety training under auspices of 
the Department of Fish and 
Game during 1971. This total 
was more than 35 percent 
greater than the 41,521 total for 
the previous year, itself a record. 

Through December 1971, a 
grand total of 578,083 persons 
had been trained in the program, 
which began in 1954. The 
California program was the 
second in the nation and the 
first to train adults. 

Also last year, the program 
posted its largest month in 
history when 10,953 persons 
completed the course in 
September. Of the total, 3,784 
were over 18. 

Inspector Hilton Bergstrom, 
DFG hunter safety training 
officer, said that the record year 
obviously was due to the 
number of adults taking the 
training, which includes 
principles of conservation and 
sportsmanship.

Hunter safety training is now 
required for all first-time buyers 
of California resident hunting 
licenses, regardless of age. Until 
last year the law applied only to 
youths, first to those under 16 
and later, in 1964, to those 
under 18 years. 

Bergstrom again praised the 
corps of 3,000 volunteer hunter 
safety instructors throughout 
the state who, he said, took on 
the task of training adults for 
the first time without serious 
problems. 

According to Bergstrom, 
many of the instructors had 
eagerly awaited the chance to 
train adults-as well as children 
“because hunting accidents are 
no respectors of age.” 

On the basis of early reports 
from the field, Bergstrom said, 
the, DFG-directed program has 
dramatically reduced the 
accident rate for 1971. 

He said the 1971 accident 
rate should be well below the 
1970 rate of 1.19 accidents per 
10,000 licenses, which was 
one-third the rate at the time the 
program was inaugurated nearly 
18 years ago.
